And this coming of Cheiſt in thefleſh was a 
coming unto judgement; It was à day of judgement, 
though not of the generall, or univerſall jo ment of 
the world, yet of the particular judgement᷑ of the Jew- 
ih world, i.e. of that Nation and Commonwealth, which 
is now abrogated, inſtead whereof a new heaven and a 
new earth are made. Of this particular nationall judge- 
ment of the Jewes, Chriſt ſpake, with reference unto 
his comming in the fleſh, 705.9; 39. 76bn Baptiſt was his 
Meſſenger, in this his coming in the fleſh, to prepare 
the Jewes to receive Chriſt: But when they rejected 
rift; who. came to bis mne, and bis o received him not, 


Job.. r. his coming to ſave them, was, by their fault, 


turned into his coming to judge them.

1. 16, 17. And well may that particular judgement 
of be deen ation for their rejecting Chriſt, be cal- 
ledi great and terrible day of the Lord. The captivi- 
ty of tar Nas! : Td deſtrution of the Temple, 
raſing down the wals of Jeruſalem, was a terrible day, 
vet their laſt ruine under the Romans was 
more, terrible, Math. 24. 21. For Firſt, The time of 
that captivity. was limited unto ſeventy years, and then 
hope was given them of returning to their own land, and 
Temple to bee built: but this diſperſion of 
that Nation hath already continued above fixteen hun- 
dred yeares. 2 In that a ſeed was left in the land, Vine- 


dreſſers, and Husbandmen, for a pledge of their returne, 


but now they are all caſt out of their owne land. 3. Then 
they were carryed unto-a certaine place, where they 
lived together; but now they are ſcattered under the whole 
beaven, Deut. 32.3. Now ſeeing God proportioneth 
judgements unto ſinnes; what fin may we, or can they

For refutation of which dangerous error, know, that 
Genealogies are of two forts, 1.

The Genealogies with- 
out Scripture are thoſe which Paul condemneth fabu- 


lou, feigned Genealogies, received by Tradition, with-

Briefly thus, 
we finde all the Patriarches recorded, from Adam to Je- 
ſbua, by Moſes his Pen; whence the Writers of the Chro- 
nicles of Exra, Nebemiab, and Ruth, continue their me- 
morials unto Zorebabel; and thence likewiſe they are by 
the ſame ſpicit recorded unto Joſeph and Mam, and unto 
chis Jeſus himſelfe, in whoſe perſon all the Jewiſh Ge- 
nealogies ceaſed ; ſo that to force them further for Sto- 
ry, or for diſtinction of Tribes, or Marriages, or Iſſues, is 
to fall into the ſinne which Paul condemneth in his E- 
piſtles to Timothy, and Titus, ſeeing thoſe ſtarres did all 
dif-appeare at the riſing of this San of Righteouſueſſe. 
Nor doth the New Teſtament, from the firſt of Matthew 
to the laſt of Revelation, profetuce any Genealogies (be- 
ſides thoſe which appertaine unto the perſon of this Je- 
ſus, the Chriſt ) though many Bookes therein be Hi 
ricall, and might have required che ſtayes of Genealo- 
gies, as moſt of them in the Old Teſtament have done;

In the num- 
ber, for Matthew carrieth the Line of Chriſt no higher 
then unto Abrabam; Luke drawes it unto Adam. 3. In 
Chriſts deſcent from Devid,, Manbew numbers the Poſte- 
rity of Salomon from David to Salatbiel, Luke the Po- 
ſterĩty of Natban. 4. In Chriſts deſcending/from Zoro- 
babel, though hoth number unto Jaſepb, yet wich this dif- 
ference ; M atthew reckons the Anceſtours of Joſeph, Luke 
the Anceſtours of . Now, that inthis ſeeming dit- 
ference, the reall agreement and conſent between them 

may appeare, conſider theſe particulars. 
1 That Mattbews ſcope in his Catalogue is to prove, 
that this Jeſus, the Son of Man, whoſe Starre the Wile 
Men had ſeen in the Eaſt, who was borne in Betbleem Ju- 
dab, was of the Seed of David, and therefore the true 
Meſſiah, which the Jews alſo ackaowledge, in Jeb. 7. 42. on- 
2 ly this offended them, that he came out of Galilee, ver. 41. 
. This offence Matthew removes, telling them, That 
| though Poverty drove Joſeph and Mary into Galilee, yet 
they were of the ſeed of David, accordinꝑ to the Promiſe, 
Henee the beleeving Jewes uſually called him the Son 
of David, in token of their acknowledging him to be 
the Meſſi Luhe carrieth the ſtory higher, upon another 
occafion ,"ſhewing that the Doctrine concerning this 
Jeſut is not new, but that he was promiſed from the be- 
ginning, e after the fall, and deduceth his Ge- 
nealogie from Adam, by Seth to Nuab, and from Noah by 
Shem, to Abrabam, and from Abrabam, by Iſaac and Jacob 
do David. In ſpeaking of his deſcent from David, Mai-

2. Manbew,coting Chriſis legall right to Iudab- Crown, 
bringeth him from ſundry wicked Kings, and from Je- 
coniab 3 Luke, by his Naturall deſcent, deriveth him from 
the boly ſeed, Eſa. 6.13. the 1 Dan. 7. 18. and 
from Zorobabel, made Ruler of ſudab. 3. Maubem brings 
Toſepb to be lawfull Heire of the Crowne of Iudab from 
Abiud , the eldeſt Sonne of Zorobabel; Luke recordeth 
Na the Mother of Chriſt, the Daughter of Heli, to 
deſcend from Rbeſa, a younger Son of Zerobabel, who 
joyned in Marriage with Jeſepb, and ſo he became the 
ſuppoſed, but was the legall Father of chis Jeſus, the 
Chriſt. Mattbew and Lake agree in recording Jeſus to be 
the Sonne of Salomon by Law, and of Nathan. by Nature, 
Salomon houſe ending in leconiab, Jer. 22. 30. and Zeroba- 
bel of Nathan Family, being made Prince of Judab; the 
right that Chriſt had from them to Davids Throne, is di- 
verſly noted by the Evangeliſts : for Matthew from Sal. 
mon, Teconiab, Abiud, and Joſepb, legally intereſſeth Jeſus 
unto Davids Crowne; but Luke naturally ſrom Mary, 
Heli, Rbeſa, and Nathan aſcendeth to the firſt man Adam, 


to ſnew him to be the Seed of the Woman promiſed in 


' Paradiſe. Both of them agree, that he js the Son of Dæ- 
vid, the King of Iudab, in whom all the Promiſes meet 
that concerne the Meſſab,

To remove 
this, we muſt know that Moſes doth not omit any one 
Generation in his Catalogue, for if he ſhould, the ſuc- 
ceſſion of the Fathers of Chriſts Humanity would be un- 


certaine, and the chaine of Chronologie would be bro- 
ken aſunder, the computation of thoſe times being cal- 


calated only to the Ages of thoſe Fathers: and who can 
ſupply, if Moſes doth omit ? 2. As Moſes did not omit 
one Generation, ſo neither did Luhe adde one, for both 
Moſes and Luke wrote by one and the fame Spirit. How 
then came it to paſſe? probably by the errour of ſome 
Scribes Cainen was taken out of ver.37,and put into v.36. 
and ſome Greek Jew in after times put it into the Sep- 
tuagint, in Gen. Io. 34, for it is cleare, that ſome moſt 
ancient Greek Copies have not Cainan; nor could Abra- 
bam be the tenth from the Floud (which the Hebrewes 
conſtantly afficme ) but the eleventh, if Cainan were in 
the Hebrew, in Gen. 10, 24. as he is put into the Septua- 
gint Greek Tranſlation of latter times, yet it was not in 
the old Copies, as Euſebiu, and Epipbanius note. 

2 From Abrabam to David, Matthew, and Lyke agree in 
every thing, both betweene themſelves, and with the 
Genealogie deſcribed in Ruth 4. 18. 1 Chron. 2. 10. Some 
difficulty ariſeth about the time of Boaz his marrying. 
Ruth; for from the Hebrews entrance into C anaan, unto 
the birth of David, are numbred three hundred ſixty fix 
yeares, and for all that time but three Generations are 
reckoned in the Genealogie of Chrift, among whom 
thoſe yeares are to be diſtributed, Metth.

A Miracle is an o- 
peration above, and beyond the conſtituted order of Na- 
ture: I ſay, of conftituted order of Nature: to diftinguiſh 
it from Creation, (I ſay, beyond and above that order) 
to diſtinguiſh mirabilis, from miracula; for there are cer- 
taine ſecret vertues, or powers. of Nature unknowne 
to hamanereaſon, whence ariſe workes, which we are 
apt to judge to be Miracles, when they are not: ſome of 
theſe ſeeming Miracles deceive only the ſimple, not thoſe 
that are learned and ak il full in the natures of things, O- 
chers may deceive all men, and may be done by the De- 
vill, who bath a further inſight into the nacures of 
things, then any man hath, yet they are not Miracles, 
they amount not unto the making of ſomething out 
of nothing, which is the proper worke of the Divine 
power. | |

They wrought bur few Miracles, and by a pow- 
erwhich was not their owne; but Jeſus Chriſt wrought 
many; fo many, faith obs, as if they were written, the world 
could not containe the beaker, Job. 21. 25. and all of them of 
his one vertue and power. Whence alſo he gave the 
gift of Miracles to his Diſciples, through faith in his 
Name; and this Gift he continued in the Church for 
ſome time, 1 Cor. 12. 10. but the Apoſtles manner of 
warking Miracles differed from Chrifts in two things. 

Bop wrought them in his owne Name, but they 
did them only in the name of Jeſus, either by invocati- 
on of his name, 4. 9. 40. Jam. 5. 14, 15. or by com- 
mand in his name, A2,16. 18. 2. Chriſt could doe Mi- 
racles whenfoever he wouldzſo could not they: though the 

Apoſtles had received a gift to caſt out Devils, (i. 10. g. 
vet they could not exerciſe it at all times, Arat. 17. 16. 
Faul could not reftore Epapbroditus,elſe he would not have 
ſuffered him to be ſo neare unto death, Phil. 2, 27.

Otber foundation then 
this can no man lay, 1 Cor. 3. 11. Hence the Diſciples at An- 
tioch, gathered into Church-ftate, were called Chriſtians, 
Acts 11. 26, whence it is that Peter ſo punctually urgeth 
this, Let all tbe bouſe of Iſrael know afſuredly that God bath 
made this Feſws, wbem yet bave crucified, both Lord and Chriſt. 
In my text, this title Chriff, applyed unto this Jeſus, 
ſheweth that all the Prophets, Prieſts, and Kings of Ju- 
dab, were but types of this anoynted one, who is the 
truth of them all, and as farre excelleth them, as the body 
excels its owne ſhadow. For, 1. They were anoynted 
immediatly by men at Gods appointment; Moſes an- 
noynted Aaron, Eliab anoynted Eliſha, Samuel anoynted 
David, but God himſelfe anoynred this Jeſus, Lake 4. 
18. 21. 2. They were anoynted with material! Oyle, 
but this Jeſus with the holy Spirit, ibid, 3. They received 
with their anoynting the Spirit, in ſome meaſure, but 
this Jeſus above meaſure, Job. 3. 34 4. The moſt of 
them had but one of thoſe three Offices, few of them 
two, none had all three, but he alone; fo that he is cal» 
_ Chriſt by an eminency, and in a ſenſe proper to him- 
ſelſe. 5246" 
The three particular 85 Propheticall, ro 
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and Kingly, are neceſſary to the Meſfiah , for the reliefe 
and help of his people againſt three deadly wounds in 
man by Nature; 1. Ignorance of God. 2. Aliena't- 
on from God, 3. Inability of returning to God: to 
heale theſe, our Mediator applyes ſuitable remedies by 
his three Offices, 1. Wiſdome, by his Propheſies, to 
heale our blindneſſe, and to make us wiſe unto ſalvati- 
on. 2. Righteouſneſſe, by his Prieſtly Office, to cure 
our diftance from God, and to make us accounted righ- 
teous in his fight, 3. Power by his Kingly Office, to 
heale our inability, and to ſanRife and redet me us. All 
theſe is this Jeſus, and he alone made unto us of God the Fa- 
tber, 1 Cor. 1. 30. who alſo according to this order, 
executed his Offices, For, 1. He taught men. 2. O- 
fered up himfelfe. 3. Entred into his Kingdome. We 
ſhal now ſpeake of them ſcverally, and diſtinctly.

teach, Mat. 28. 20. 3. Their gifts and efficacy were 


and are from him, Eccleſ. 12. 1 1. 14: he eſtabliſheth his 
Word preaghed by them, Eſa. 44. 26. Ezth. 2. 5. 

2 T he Prieſtly Office of this ”=_ is principally that, 
whereby he expiateth the fins of men, and reconcileth 
them to God, Col. 1. 19, 20. This he did, and doth part» 
ly on earth; 1. In his ſufferings, eſpecially on the Crofle, 
1 Pet. 3. 1 8. wherein himſelfe as God-man, was the Prieſt, 
Feb. 5.6. his Humane Nature was the ſacrifice, Eſa. 53+ 
10. Mat, 27. 28. his Divine Nature the Altar, ghat ſancti- 
fieth the gift, Mat. 23. 17. with Job. 17. 19. Heb. 13. 10. 
&c. 2. In his injerceſſion on earth, both in the Garden, 
Job. 17. 20: and on the Croſſe, Lyke 2. 34. principally in 
Heaven, by appearing before Ged , and interceding fer us, 
whereby he effectually applieth the value and vertue of 
his ſufferings unto his people, Heb. 9. 29. &. 7, 25. This 
his Prieſthood was not legall, or temporary, after the 


order of Aaron, but Evangelicall, and eternal], after the 


order of Aelcbiſedech, Heb. 7. 16. to 26. 

This Jeſus was, and is alſo King for evermore, This 
himſelfe witneſſed unto Pilate, yet, that b Kingdome is 
not of this world, Joh. 18. 37. Paul calls this a good confeſ- 
For, t Tim. 6. 13. whence he refuſed to be made King by 
the Jewes, Fob. 6. 15. and Pilate wrote him King of the 
Fewes againſt the minde of the Jewes, Fob. 19. 21. It is by 
vertue of this his Kingly Office, that he adminiftreth and 
diſpenſeth all things, which belong to the Salvation of 
the Elect, with authority and power. And in all proper- 
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dan fee worldly reaſon for it. I blame not any for 
ſtioning, that they may clearly underftand what is ob- 
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ties it anſwereth the deſcription of the Kingdome of the 
Meſfiah, I. Is that eternall? Dan. 2. 44: fo is his, Luke 
1. 33. 2. Isthatuniverſall ? Dan. 7. 14. ſo is his, Epb. 
1. 32, 23. 3. Is that Spirituall 2 Eſa. 9. 6,7. ſo is his, 
Luke 17. 21. Rom. 14. 17. 4. Is that powerfull ? Pſal. 
110. I, 2. ſo his his, Revel. 1. 18. 5. Is that bleſſed for 
his voluntary ſubj:&s? Pſal 116. ſo is his, Heb. 7. 2. This 

his e ee he exerciſed in ſome ſort, in the dayes 
of his fleſh, as appears in his Miracles and Reſurrection, 
but moſt perfectly and eminently after his Reſurrection, 
Aſcenſion, and at the right hand of God, Pſal. 1 10. 1. 
Heb. 1. 34+ The force of this ſixth Argument wil appeare 
in this Syllogiſme. 

He to whom God the Father hath committed the Me- 
diatoriall Office of the Meſſiah in the three Functions of 
it, db Prieftly, and Kingly, he only is the 

rilt. 

But po tha is he to whom the Father hath commi: - 
ted the Mediatoriall Office of the Meſſiah, in all the three 
Functions of it; therefore this Jeſus is the true Meſ- 
ſiah, and no ot her is to be expected. 

Ve I. Seeing the Scripture holds forth ſuch convincing 
proofes that this Jeſus is the Meſſiah, and that Scripture 
proofes are the ground of our faith in him, ſundry are 
to be juſtly reproved, 1. The Papals, in the very ground- 
worke of their Religion, which is founded upon the au- 
thority of their Church, not ofthe Scriptures, They wil 
beleeve nothing that the Scripture ſaith, without the 
Chucch, . but the traditions of their Church they wil re- 
ceive, without and againſt the Scripture; therefore they 
baue no morning light in tbem, Iſa. 8. 20. 2. The diſputers of 
this world, as Paul calleth them, 1 Cor. 1. 20. who receive 
nothing upon the authority of the Scripture, except they 


que 


ſcure to them ; for that Jeſus Chriſt approved x 
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Diſciples, Mark 4. 10. But ſuch as wil be alwayes ob- 
jecting againſt things that are plaine and maniſeſt. Nor 
doe I reprove thoſe, who with holy reverence, and ſincere 
deſire to be eftabliſhed in the truth, and with a re- 
ſolution to reſt ſatisfied with that reaſon which God re- 
vealeth in his Word, doe labour to know a ſufficient rea- 
ſon for that which they hold and beleeve concerning 
Chrift, For it is our duty to be alwayes reach to give an an- 
ſwer to every man that arketh us « reaſon! of the bope that & in , 
with meebneſſe and reverence, T Pet. 3. 15. But cavilling a- 
gainſtcleare truths, to the hindering of beleeving, is con- 
demned by the Holy Ghoſt, Rom. g. 20, 3. Careleſſe 
Hearers, who receive every thing they heare upon the au- 
thority of men, not examining them by the Scriptures, 
The fomple beleeveth every word, but the prdent looketh well to 
bis goings, Prov. 41. 14,15. Thus did thoſe noble Bereans , 
Att 17. 11. Aske ſundry, who is the Meſſiah in whom 
they beleeve ; They wil ſay, Jeſus that was borne of the 
Virgin Mary, Crueified under Pontias Pilate, &c. Aske 
them againe, how they know him to be ſo : they wil an- 
ſwer, They have been alwayes taught ſo by their Pa- 
rents, andin their Catechiſmes, ' and by the Preachers, 
and all men among whom they live beleeve it, and there- 
fore they beleeye it tobe ſo. On the other fide, Aske a 
Turk, who is that great Prophet in whom he rrufteth : 
he wil anſwer, Mabomet. Auke him againe, how he know- 
eth him tobeſo: he wil tel you, he hath been ſo taught 
from his Child-hood, and all the Afuſulmans teach fo, 
and it is among the Turkes generally belerved ſo to be 
therefore he beleeveth it alſo. It may truly be ſald to 
both theſe, as Chrift ſaid to the Samariian woman, Tee 
worſbip yee know not what, Joh, 4. 21. for of the Samaritans 
it is ſaid, That they worforpped the true God, 2 King. 17. 32. 
and yet againe, that they worſhipped not the true God, ver. 34. 
They worſhipped they knew not what, why ſo ? Becauſe 
they made not Gods Word in the Scripture the 8

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and rule of ks 8 him, but tbe cuffome of the 
Country, ver. 3 4. 40. Thus doe they, who take every com- 
mon aſſent unto this truth, that this Jeſus is the Meſſiah

Thus alſo the outward ſtate, or forme of 
the Church is changed, from National! unto Congrega- 
tionall, and the Sacraments, from Circumciſion, and the 
Paſſeover, unto Baptiſme, and the Supper of the Lord.

But the Religion now eſtabliſhed by Jefus Chriſt, in the 
Scripture of the New Teftament, ſhal never be altered.“ 
Hence the time from Chriſt and his Apoſtles, unto the 
end of the world, is called the laſt dayes, Act. 2. 17. Heb, 
1. 1. 1 Pet. 1. 20. and the end of the world, I Cor. 10.11. 
not ſo much in reſpect of time ( for above one thouſand
